HOW WILL HE ACT?

Amid the sounds of mourning at
Londan has been heard s note of ap
prehension concerning the mew king
and his probable attitude towards the
questions which have vexed the na-
tion for so many months. The late
king’s diplomacy and open mindedness
were greatly relled on to steer the
ship of state out of the dangerous
whirlpool which involved the constitu-
tional question of the lords. His son
is sald to be of more obstinate char-
acter than the father, resembling In
this his old predecessors whose name
he bears; but so little ia known of
George V.'s attributes that this asser
tion may be based upon nothing bet-
ter than the name he has chosen.
Should it be true that one of the old
Hanoverian obstinacy and wronghead-
edneas has come to England’s throne it
would, indeed, be & serious thing for
the country. The Georges, and Will-
fam IV. as well, tried England sorely
for more than a century, and It was
not till the crown descended to Vieto-
ria that the menace of the dynasty
passed from the realm. Ignorance,
gluttony, Infidelity, Indifference, and
obstinacy marked the successive
relgns of the four previous Georges,
and Willlam's was little hetter in most
respects. That the English natlon, In
sapite of Its rulers, In gpite of Internal
turmoil and forelgn wars, became on
land and sea, in commerce, In culture,
and In morals the superior to many of
ita rivals Is the highest compliment
to the sterling qualities which anl-
mate Ita people. It s a grave situa-
tion which facea the new ruler and
his subjects, but the good wishes of
the world go out to both with the hope
that he has learned from the teaching
and example of hls father that modera-
tion, that conslderation for all parties
which formed so striking an attribute
of his Kingship.
